Route of New Road.

There a turn is made to tho 
west, leaving Peachtree road and the 
road leading to the clubhouse, from 
which a turn is made northward along 
a road leading through the Brookhaven 
estates real estate development. The 
route will cross Peachtree road at the 
Candler road underpass under the 
Southern railway, where Candler road 
taps Peachtree from the east. Candler 
road will then be followed to the rear 
of Camp Gordon, where the main high- 
way through the camp enters from 
Candler road. This highway through 
the camp leads back into Peachtree 
road, at the main entrance of the camp, 
about one-fourth of a mile from Cham- 
blee.

POPE'S PROPOSALS 
WOULD AID GERMANY. 
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“To deal with such a power by 
way of peace upon the plan pro- 
posed by his holiness the pope, 
would, so far as we can see, in- 
volve a recuperation of its strength 
and a renewal o7 its policy; would 
make it necessary to create a per- 
manent hostile combination of na- 
tions against the German people, 
who are its instruments; and would 
result in abandoning the new-born 
tussia to the intrigue, the mani- 
fold subtle ‘interference, and the 
certain counter revolution which 
would be attempted by all the ma- 
lign influences to. which the Ger- 
man government has of late accus- 
tomed the world. Can peace be 
based upon a restitution of its 
power or upon any word of honor it 
could pledge in a treaty of settle- 
ment and accommodation? 

“Responsible statesmen must 
now everywhere see, if they never 
Saw before, that no peace can rest 
securely upon political or economic 
restrictions meant to benefit some 
nations and cripple or embarrass 
others, upon vindicative action of 
any sort, or any kind of revenge 
or deliberate injury. The Ameri- 
can people have suffered intoler- 
able wrongs at the hands of the 
imperial German government, but 
they desire no reprisal upon the 
German people, who have them- 
selves suffered all things in this 
war, which they did not choose. 
They believe that peace’ should 
rest upon the rights of peoples, 
not the rights of governments 
the rights of peoples great or 
small, weak or powerful—their 
equal right to freedom and security 
and self-government and to a par- 
ticipation upon fair terms in the 
economic opportunities of the 
world—the German people, of 
course, included, if they will ac- 
cept equality and not seek domina- 
tion. 

“The test, therefore, of every 
plan of peace is this: Is it based 
upon the faith of all the peoples 
involved or merely upon the word 
of an ambitious and intriguing 
government, on the one hand, and 
of a group of free peoples on the 
other? This is a test which goes 
to the root of the matter; and it 
is the test which must be applied.

Without such 
fuarantees, treaties of settlement, 
agreements for disarmament, cov- 
enants to set up arbitration in the 
place of force, territorial adjust- 
ments, reconstitution of small na- 
tions, if made with the German 
government, no man, no nation 
could now depend on. We must 
await some new evidence of the 
purposes of the great peoples of 
the central powers. God grant it 
may be given soon and in a way 
to restore the confidence of all 
peoples everywhere in the faith of 
nations and the possibility of a 
covenanted peace.

That the president’s response to the 
pope’s overtures would be a courteous 
but firm declination had been gener- 
ally believed, so that in this respect 
at least his communication will cause 
no surprise. The feature that is cer- 
tain to fix public attention is the cold 
determination not even to permit the 
subject of peace negotiations to be 
broached so long as the evil and dom- 
inating forces of autocracy and mili- 
tarism control the central powers. It 
is not even necessary to read between 
the lines of the president’s response 


lto see clearly apparent the inflexi- 


ble purpose. 
Wilson Ewaded Discussion. 


For this reason the president was 


not to be led into any discussion of the 


peace conditions detailed by Pope Ben- 
edict, though that field was made al- 
luring by the pontiff’s adoption of some 
of the proposals laid down by President 
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Wilson himself in early utterances. On 
the other hand, there was no effort to 
evade responsibility for an expression 
of view as to the bases of sound and 
enduring peace, for the president's re- 
sponse in its concluding paragraphs re- 
States the purposes for which America 
entered the great war. The radical 
differences that appear to exist be- 
tween the pope and the president 
touches this very matter of a stable 
and enduring peace. The pontiff looks 
to the restoration of conditions as they 
existed before the war, the president 
turns his back upon these, convinced 
that a return to the status quo’ ante- 
bellum could never bring permanent 
peace, which can be secured only by 
agreement between free peoples on 
both sides, 

As one official expressed it, the pres- 
ident’s response, reflecting as it does 
the views of the entente allies, sounds 
the doom of Hohenzollernism and mili- 
tary domination of peoples. That this

It is assumed here that there 
will follow a fierce outburst of denun- 
ciation against the attempt from the 
outside to dictate to the German peo- 
ple their form of government. But it 
is also believed that as the hardships 
of war and misgovernment pbhear with 
ever-increasing severity upon the Ger- 
man people, they must in the end throw 
off their military masters and take in 
their own hands through a representa- 
tive government the conduct of nego- 
tiations looking to a fair and honor- 
able and permanent peace. 

Active exchanges have been in prog- 
ress between the president, 
Lansing and the entente powers, main- 
ly through the American diplomatic 
representatives abroad regarding the 
answer to be made to the pope's pro- 
posals ever since these were delivered 
to the various foreign offices. It seem- 
ed by common consent that to America 
was confided the heavy responsibility 
of framing and delivering the first of 
the replies. The propriety of this 
course was apparent from the consid- 
eration of the fact that every one of 
the entente premiers and foreign min- 
isters who had spoken publicly on the 
subject of peace had turned to the lan- 
guage of President Wilson's historic 
address to congress and his other pub- 
lic utterances on the subject, as dis- 
closing their own conceptions of the 
proper basis of peace negotiations. And 
even more potent than this considera- 
tion was the conviction that America 
was best fitted or all nations to deal 
with what it was hoped would be the 
death blow to autocracy of the Ger- 
manic type. 

Care Against Premature Disclosure, 


Every precaution was taken to pre- 
vent a premature disclosure of the con- 
tents of the president’s response. Few 
of the members of the cabinet were in- 
formed on the subject before today’s 
cabinet meeting. Last night the docu- 
ment was handed over to the trusted 
telegraphers of the state department to 
be sent on its way by cable to Ambas- 
sador Page in London, who was to de- 
liver it to Foreign Minister Balfour for 
transmission to Rome. At the same 
time copies of the communication, as a 
matter of courtesy, were placed in the 
hands of the diplomatic representatives 
of the entente powers in Washington 
for their information. 

Although the pope’s proposals were

Korniloff said the death penalty, res-

cad insubordination. 

In the present month, General Kor- 
niloff said, soldiers had killed four 
regimental commanders and other 
officers and ceased these outrages only 
when they were threatened with be- 
ing shot. Quite recently one of the 
regiments of Siberian rifles, which had 
fought so splendidly at the beginning 
of the revolution. abandoned its posi- 
tions on the Riga front. Nothing ex- 
cept an order to exterminate the en- 
tire regiment availed to cause it to 
treturn to its positions. 

“Thus we are implacably fighting 
anarchy in the army,” the commander 
continued. “Undoubtedly it will final- 
ly be repressed, but the danger of fresh 
debacles is weighing constantly on the 
country. 

“The situation on the front is bad. 
We have lost the whole of Galicia, 
the whole of Bukowina and all the 
fruits of our recent victories. At sev- 
eral points the enemy has crossed our 
frontier and is threatening our fer- 
file southern provinces. He is en- 
deavoring to destroy the Rumanian 
army and is Knocking at the gates of 
| Riga. If our army does not hold the 
shore of the Gulf of Riga the road to 
Petrograd will be opened wide. 


VERY DARK PICTURE 
- OF RUSSIAN ARM 


General Says That the 
Army Must Be Regener- 
ated if Russia Is to Be 
Saved. 


Moscow, August 28.—The second gen- 
eral sitting of the national conference 
gwas held this afternoon. General Kor- 


niloff, the commander-in-chief, enter- 
ed the hall in company with Premier 
Kerensky. His appearance was the 
signal for a prolonged and enthusias- 
tic ovation. All the delegates cheered 
for Russia, the revolutionary govern- 
ment and the army. 

Viadimir Naboukoff, a prominent so- 
cial democrat. speaking in the name 
of the first duma, declared the coun- 
try aimed at the establishment of a 
strong and independent power, unin- 
fluenced by political parties, a power

I, therefore, thjnk it indispen- 
sable that the measures taken at the 
front should also be applied in the 
rear.”’ 

The commander went on to say that 
according to information at his dis- 
posal the condition of the railways 
was such that by November the army 
would not receive any more supplies. 
In support of hig statement he quoted 
a telegram ffom the commander-in- 
chief of the southwestern front, say- 
ing that the shortage or bread and 
biscuit on the front amounted almost 
to famine. General Korniloff then 
read figures relatin to the produc- 
tion of war materials which he said 
.had decreased compared with the 
‘period from October, 1916, to January, 
'1917, by 60 per cent for guns and 
ishells and 80 per cent for airplanes. 

“If this state of affairs continues,” 
|he added, ‘“‘the Russian armies will find 
; themselves in the same state as in the 
ispring of 1915, at the time of the re- 
treat in Poland, Galicia and the Car- 
pathians.”

“If Russia wishes to be saved the 
army must be regenerated at any cost.

acting minister of war.” 

General Korniloff then outlined the

“I believe,” he said, “that the genius 
and the reason of the Russian people 
Will save the country.

revolutionary democracy would make 
impossible’ the regeneration of the 
army and the country and the salva- 
tion of Russia. 

Only Power Can Save. 

“The democracy,” he said, ‘“‘cannot be 
detached from the revolutionary coun- 
, try, and nothing but power based on 
support of the countless masses of the 
people can save the country from its 
critical position and bring the victory 
over our enemies without and within.’ 

M. Tcheidse declared the unified rev- 
Olutionary democracy recognized that 
the vital interests of the country and 
the revolution demanded the applica- 
tion of the following measures: 

I-irst—In the domain of food supplies, 
the government, pursuing a firm poli- 
cy, should maintain a monopoly of ce- 
reals und a policy of fixed gprives for 
agricultural products. 

° Second—In the domain of commerce 
and industry, the defense of the coun- 
try and the supplies of munitions de- 
manded more radical measures for the 
regulation of transport and the in- 
crease of the productivity of industry.

All Look to Kornilof?. 


At present the name of General Kor- 
niloff is on every tongue. His coming 
was awaited with something akin to 
(fear by the extreme left, which stil] 
‘incites against discipline in the army, 
jand with open exultation by the op- 
}position group. The latter group to- 
| da made the general’s arrival the sig- 
inal for a demonstration seldom ac- 
corded even to a general victorious in 
‘battle. The import of the demonstra- 
tion is emphasized by the fact that not 
one member of the cabinet was at the 
railway station, but instead there was 
an imposing display by the military 
and civillan admirers of General Kor- 
niloff. 

During the morning General Korni- 

loff's biography and his photographs 
were distributed free by the organizers 
of the demonstrations. Officers went 
about the streets é¢xhorting veterans of 
the war and particularly cavaliers of 
the Order of St. George, to go to the 
railway station, explaining to them 
that duty compelled every patriotic 
man to support the “destined eavior of 
Russia” from foreign defeat and in- 
ternal disintegration. 
General Kornilofz alighted from the 
,;train soon after noon, followed by a 
bodyguard of Terak Cossacks, gigantic 
| Asiatics in  prune-colored caftans, 
leather belts and vast, shaggy sheep- 
skin busbies. 

General Korniloff, who is of Cossack 
'parentage, resembles a Japanese. He 
is below middle height and of medium | 
size. He has small black eyes and a/| 
sparse Tartar beard. His manner was |! 
grave and modest as he inspected the 
guard of honor. He spoke to some of 
the soldiers and each soldier threw a 
flower under his feet as he passed. 


Korniloff Hailed as Savior. 

Mayor Rudneff welcomed General 
Korniloff on behalf of the city of Mos- 
cow. The mayor declared that the 
general was not only the destined vic- 
tor at the front, but the savior of Rus- | 
sia from ruin at home. As General ; 
Korniloff marched between lines of 
‘soldiers toward M. Roditcheff the offi- |

| played “The Marseillaise.” Addressing 
ino Pe paginas commander, M. Roditchettf | 
said:

The ‘infantry of 
both sides have remained in their 
trenches and only on the western bank 
of the Meuse has there been even ar- 
tillery activity. 


FURIOUS FIGHTING 
ON ITALIAN FRONT. 


On the Bainsizza plateau, north of 
Gorizia, the Italians and Austrians are 
still engaged in furious battle, with 
the Italians the aggressors, but with 
the Austrians strongly on the defense. 
New positions have been won by Gen- 
eral Cadorna’s forces and heavy Aus- 
trian attacks to retrieve lost ground 
have been succéssfully repulsed. Silence 
still is maintained by the Rome war 
office concerning the operations on the 
Carso plateau. An Austrian official 
communication dated Sunday, the first 
received from Vienna for several days, 
acknowledges the capture by the 
Italians of Monte Santo, but says the 
position was evacuated by the Aus- 
trians Friday night without fighting. 


RUSSIAN TROOPS 
REFUSE TO FIGHT. 


On the frontier of Bessarabia, in east- 
ern Bukowina, the Russian’ troops 
again are showing signs of disaffec- 
tion, having near Boyany deliberately 
quit their trenches and retreated east, 
the Austro-Germans taking the 
trenches they quitted. Near Novoselica, 
also on the Bessarabian frontier, the 
Teutonic allies have begun an offensive 
against the Russians and have cap- 
tured several positions. In lower Mol- 
davia, in the region of Fokshani, Field 
Marshal von Mackensen’s army has 
taken height positions from the Ru- 
manians. 

In northern Russia no fighting of 
importance is taking place, evidently 
indicating that the German offensive 
west of Riga was not the forerunner of 
a strong attempt to capture the Rus- 
sian seaport and naval base on the 


Baltic. 


CIVILIANS ORDERED 
TO LEAVE TRIEST. 


Washington, August 28.—News dis- 
patches from Zurich, Switzerland, to 
a Rome newspaper, telegraphed to the 
Italian embassy here today, say the 
civilian population of Triest, Austria, | 
toward which the Italian troops are 
advancing in their great drive against 
the Austrians, is evacuating the city 
by order of the Austrian military au- 
thorities. It was stated that it was 
not a military evacuation. 


BRITISH ADVANCE = 
THEIR POSITIONS 
ON FLANDERS LINE 


London, August 28.—As the result of 
a British attack on the Flanders front 
yesterday the British lines have been 
advanced along a front of more than 
2,000 yards astride the St. Julien- 
Poeleapelle road, the war office an- 
nounced today. 

German attempts last night to drive 
back the British from their positions 
in the Inverness copse on the Ypres- 
Menin road were frustrated and pris- 
oners were taken from the attacking 
forces. The statement reads: 

“Ag the result of our attack yester- 
day we have advanced our line, after 
heavy fighting, on a front of more 
than 2,000 yards astride the St. Julien- 
Poelcapelle road and are established 
in further positions of the German 
third system in this area. 

“Early last night the enemy twice 
attacked our positions in the Inverness 
copse, on the Ypres-Menin road. On 
both occasions he was repulsed, we se- 
curing a few prisoners.” 

The official report from _ British 
headquarters in France tonight reads: 

“A heavy rain has fallen* today; the 
wind at times attained a gale force. 
No infantry action has taken place. 

‘In spite of the rain and strong wind 
our airplanes maintained contact with 
our infantry throughout yesterday's 
operations northeast of Ypres and suc- 
cessfully engaged the enemy’s troops 
and transport with machine gunfire. 
All our machines returned.”

The announcement follows: 

“On the whole battle front there 
were artillery actions principally yes- 
terday.

SSUES STATEMENT 


For Guidance of Appellants 


With Pending Claims—12 
Exemptions Granted Tues- 


day Out of 64 Cases—Cop- 
per Mines Claims Declined. 


OF the 64 cases considered by the 


north Georgia district exemption board 
yesterday only 12 were granted ex-| 
emptions and 9 granted temporary dis- 
charges. The 12 exemptions were grant- 
ed in cases of dependency, 24 appeals 
for exemption on this ground being 
brought before the board, and 9 tem- 
porary discharges were granted among 
the 16 agricultural claims filed yester- 
day. 

Definite action by the board in an 
entirely new type of exemption claim 
occurred Tuesday when 
were refused in every cne of the 23 in- 
dustrial claims founded upon the fact 
that the claimants were employees of 
north Georgia copper mines. One of 
the men refused exemption in this kind 
of case was Hull Higdon, vice presi- 
dent of one of the big copper mines of 
Copperhill, Tenn. 

Another new case to come before the 
board was that of William F. Craw- 
ford, principal of the Morgantown 
school, who was refused exemption. 

G. F. Bell, newly appointed labor 
delegate to the district board, was on 
Tuesday issued authority to take his 
place on the board, and he will assume 
his duties as a member Wednesday 
morning. 

No Personal Calls Allowed. 

M. M. Neese, secretary of the clerical 
staff of the north Georgia district ex- 
emption board, on Tuesday gave out 
the following statement for the in- 
formation of persons whose appeals are 
pending or will later come before the 
district board: 

“The board cannot hear personal call- 
ers in behalf of claimants. 

“Each claim and appeal will be given 
careful consideration. Further than 
this, the board cannot give out any 
statement as to what disposition will 
be made of any particular class of 
claims. 

“Claims for discharges on industrial or 
agricultural grounds must be handled 
separately and distinctly from appeals 
from local board decisions, and much 
confusion will be avoided if the affi- 
davits supporting each will be sepa- 
rated from the others. 

“Blank forms for filing claims on in- 
dustrial or agricultural grounds should 
be secured as far as possible from the 
various local boards, and if they are 
not supplied with the forms, they 
should be requested by mail, thereby 
avoiding the expense and confusion of 


{ numerous calls to the district boards 


by persons. 

“The board will give official notice 
on every claim and every appeal to the 
party interested, advising him of the 
board’s decision. These notices will 
bear the date they are mailed out, and 
the time allowed for appeal to the pres- 
ident will run from date shown on no- 
tice. 

No Set Rules Govern. 

“There is no set of rules or forms 
for affidavits supporting appeals or 
claims. It is for the claimant to deter- 
mine what facts bearing on his case 
will aid the board in rendering a prop- 
er decision. : 

“It is impossible for the board to ad- 
vise in what order claims and appeals 
will be taken up. Some local boards 
have not reported at all, and others 
only partially. Many claims will be de- 
layed until the receipt by the district 
board of the local board’ record. All 
local boards are urged to send in their 
reports and records by the first mail 
possible. 

“Where the same party has both a 
claim for discharge and an appeal be- 
fore this board, a decision on one does 
not affect the other. 

“There is only one claim that can be 
filed direct with the district board—a 
claim for discharge on industrial or ag- 


ricultural grounds. All other grounds, 
such as dependency or physical dis- 
ability, etc., will have to reach the dis- 
trict board on appeal from the local 
board. 

“Notice from local boards that a per- 
son has been certified to the district 
board does not mean that the party re- 
ceiving such notice will have to appear 
in person before the district board, but 
merely gives him the information that 
the local board has found him qualified 
for service. 

“No physical examinations will be 
held by the district board.”

This report will be submitted to the 
board of directors Wednesday morning, 
and their action will settle the ques- 
tion. 

If the double track is authorized, it 
is thought that there will be no fur- 
ther delay in its construction. With 
the aid of the war department and the 
Atlanta public safety committee, ship- 
ment of 300 tons of steel rails to the 
company is expected to be made at 
once, and with the rails on hand the 
company will be enabled to complete 
the double track. 

Peachtree Widening Assured. 

The permit for a double track over 
the DeKalb county part of the route 
and the widening of Peachtree road 
twenty feet now seems to be assured. 
Efforts of the public safety committee 
have procured the consent of property 
owners to this widening, and it is 
thought that the commissioner of roads 
of DeKalb county, R. J. Freeman, will 
start work upon widening the road im- 
mediately.

ARGENTINA SATISHED 
WITH GERMAN REPLY 


More Promises Made by Ber- 
lin in Regard to Sub- 
marines.

Buenos Aires, August 28.—Germany’s 
reply to Argentine’s note embodying 
demands in connection with the sub- 
marine campaign as affecting Argen- 
tine shipping has been received. In 
official circles it was stated that the 
reply was satisfactory. 

According to the newspaper La Ra- 
zon, the German note meets all the 
demands of Argentina. 

The note says that Germany “in or- 
der to maintain friendly relations with 
Argentina is willing to modify her 
blockade of enemy coasts, allowing 
freedom of the seas to vessels under 
the Argentine flag carrying food.” 

The note also promises the payment 
of an indemnity for the sinking of 
the Argentine steamer Toro by a Ger- 
man submarine. 

This indemnity is to be arranged by 
Germany and Argentine appraisers. 

The note, which was received by the 
government last night, consists of fif- 
teen pages. The foreign minister and 
President Irigoyen spent this morning 
conferring concerning the note, which 
probably will be given out for publica- 
tion officially tomorrow. 

Both the foreign minister and the 
president were outspoken in their in- 
dignation today that an intimation of 
the contents of the note. was given to 


an afternoon newspaper by Count von 
Luxburg, the German minister, before 
it was made public by the Argentine 
government, thus preventing secret con- 
sideration of the document before the 
gist of the reply was generally known. 

The text of the German note follows: 

“The German imperial government 
desires to maintain cordial relations 
with Argentina and to prove with facts 
its friendly. sentiment, has decided, aft- 
er a new investigation of the Toro 
case, to indemnify the Argentine gov- 
ernment. 

“The imperial German government 
declares at the same time that the 
freedom of the seas, in which Argen- 
tine shipping would share, forms one 
the objects of the war. As a conse- 
quence of the illegal acts of its ene- 
mies the liberty of action of the im- 
perial German government is limited, 
but it willingly acknowledges the dic- 
tates of international law and will en- 
deavor to observe them, 

“The naval forces of the German em- 
pire have received orders and instruc- 
tions in agreement with this viewpoint 
and the imperial German government 
is convinced that after these declara- 
tions no incident will occur to disturb 
the friendly relations between Ger- 
many and Argentina. LUXEMBURG.” 


DRAFTED FARMER BOYS

Plan Adopted So as to Permit 
the Harvesting of This 
Year’s Crops.

Steps have been taken by Provost 
Marshal General Crowder and the war 
department to cause the minimum of 
disturbance in agricultural sections of 
the country by the operation of the 
draft law. Agricultural laborers and 
the men of draft age wha own and 
operate farms will be called last, so 
that the season’s crops may be har- 
vested. 

The present plan is to permit the 
harvesting of this year’s crops before 
summoning to the colors the ‘boys 
actually engaged in agriculture. As- 
surance to this effect was contained in 
a letter which President Wilson wrote 
to Representative Frank Park, of the 
second Georgia district today in reply 
to a personal request made by the 
Georgia representative to the presi- 
dent on August 20. The letter, which 
was delivered in person by a white 
house messenger, follows: 

“The White House, Washington, D. 
C., August 28, 1917.—My Dear Mr. 
Park: ‘he matter to which you called 
my attention August 20, has, of course, 
given me also a great deal of concern, 
and I have been in frequent communi- 
cation with the war department about 
it. I.have just received from the sec- 
retary of war a letter, from which I 
quote the following sentence: ‘Al- 
ready General Crowder had foreseen 
the practical need of enabling men in 
agircultural work to remain at their 
tasKs until the clseof the harvest sea- 
son, and has ingeniously arranged the 
details of the call to the colors so that 
men on the farm will practically. all 
fall within the last group and will, 
therefore, not have to report for mili- 
tary service until, on or about October 
1.” I sincerely hope that this will, in 
a large measure at any rate, meet the 
situation for the present year.

THE WAR AND LIFE HAZARD. 


Recently a fond northern mother dropped 
dead as she saw “the apple of her eye,” 
khaki-clad, march away with his regiment, 
France-bound. She was sure that death 
awaits him on the other side, the emotion of 
sadness was too much for her physical con- 
stitution, and she collapsed. 

That that mother shared an Impression 
that is more or less general there can be no 
doubt; in fact, it has been stated in print 
that “the reason men don’t want to go to 
Europe is that they feel that death awaits 
them if they are made to face the trenches 
of the Teutons.” 

But the plain fact that 182,000 regular 
army volunteers are now in uniform—to say 
nothing of the disappointed numbers who 
have been rejected on account of physical 
unfitness—and that in a few days from now 
there will be approximately a million Amerl- 
cans under arms, knocks a big hole in such 
a contention. And it shows that such a pre- 
sumption is a reflection upon the courage of 
America’s young manhood that is wholly 
unwarranted. 

It must be admitted that the staggering 
reports of casualties on the battlefields of 
Jurope form a more or less tangible reason 
for the conclusion that trench service car- 
ries tremendous hazard for those who en- 
gage in it, but when one stops to analyze 
he is likely to form the vastly different con- 
clusion that the actual death hazard in the 
current war is below that of almost any pre- 
vious war in history; and, secondly, that the 
prevailing impression that enlistment for 
service against the Teutons is tantamount 
to a death sentence is part and parcel of the 
subtle underground propaganda of the Ger- 
man system, intended solely to hamper 
Uncle Sam’s aggressive enterprises. 

Statistics, at least, in conjunction with 
known proofs of the German methods, point 
decidedly in that direction. 

Of course, there are more casualties in 
this than in any previous war; but, consid- 
ering that there are infinitely more men en- 
gaged, and that almost in its entirety the 
central powers’ domain is bounded by battle- 
lines, the proportionate casualties dwarf be- 
fore the vital statistics of some other wars.

Labor Legislation of 1916. 


Perhaps the most striking legislation 
produced in the annual volume of labor laws 
of the bureau of dabor statistics. which 
just been issued as Bulletin 213, is the act of 
congress establishing eight hours as a stand- 
ard work dav for employees operating trains 
on steam railroads in interstate commerce. 
Next to this may be placed the federal statute 
excluding from interstate traffic the products 
of the labor of children employed in mines 
or quarries under the age of 16, or in mills, 
canneries, factories, etc., under the age of 14 
years; the hours of labor of children under 16 
years of age must not exceed eight per day, 
nor may such children work between 7 p. m. 
and 6 a. m. 

State laws affecting the emplovment of 
children are also strengthened, as in South 
Carolina, where the age for employment in 
factories is raised from 12 to 14 years, while 
in Marvliand the 14-vear limit is extended to 
practically all industries except canning and 
packing. Laws regulating the employment of 
women are comparatively numerous jin 1916,

Chemical Industries’ 
Third Exposition 
Opens in New York 


Without doubt the largest and most com- 
plete exhibition of its kind ever held in the 
world will be the third National Exposition 
of Chemical Industries which opens in the 
Grand Central palace, New York, from Sep- 
tember 24 to 29. 

Representatives of about 350 of America’s

A num- 
ber of chemical and engineering societies are 
co-operating to make the exposition a huge 
success, notably the American Chemical so- 
ciety’s New York section, the American 
KHlectro-Chemical society’s New York sec- 
tion, the American Inatitute of Chemical En- 
gineers, the Technical Association of the 
Pulp and Paper Industry, and many others. 

The exposition will show through the 
multitude of new products exhibited that the 
American chemist has answered fully the 
call made upon him since the present war 
began. It will prove conclusively that the 
chemists had the ability and the knowledge 
to develop the facilities for making prac- 
tically all of the products heretofore be- 
lieved t!mpossible to be made here. They 
have accomplished in a few years what it 
required Germany forty years to do. 

The exhibits will cover a wide range from 
the raw materials of the ground to the high- 
est processes for refining and bringing about 
the finished product. Charles F. Roth and 
i W. Payne, managers of the exposition, 
state that it will be necessary to utilize 
three floors of the palace for the exhibits, 
and that every inch of exhibition space will 
be occupled. 

In it there has been arranged a section

The Black Republic 
Joins Our Allies 
War Against the Huns 


in 


The entrance of the Republic of Liberia 
into the war against Germany throws another 
40,000 square miles of territory and another 
2,000,000 people into the balance against the 
central powers. The National Geographic 
society, With ‘headquarters in Washington, 
has prepared the following statement concern- 
ing the resources and history of the negro 
republic on the west coast of Africa 

“Liberia, which is about one-half the size 
of the state of Kansas, is situated on the west 
coast of Africa at the point where the coast 
line makes the great bend to form the Gulf 
of Guinea. It will be recalled that northwest 
Africa extends some 1,800 miles further out 
into the Atlantic than South Africa, the coast 
line having a southwest trend from ‘Tunis 
through the Strait of Gibraltar and down [to 
Cape Verde. Here it turns to the southwest 
and in passing Liberia it bends sharply to 
the east, which direction it holds for approx- 
imately 1,200 miles after leaving the Liberian 
sector. 

‘Its position, therefore, puts it directly on 
the line of ocean communication between Eu- 
rope and South Africa and points by way of 
the Cape of Good Hope. 

“The republic has a coast line of some 300 
miles and possesses a population estimated at 
from 1,500,000 to 2,000,000. Its neighbors are 
Sierra Leone, to the northwest, the French 
ivory coast to the east and French Senegal to 
the north. The part of the republic that has 
been developed is only a coast line strip of 
about seven miles average width, or a little 
more than 2,000 square miles all told. The 
remainder of the country is occupied by na- 
tive tribes. The population comprises from 
12,000 to 15,000 descendants of American 
slaves, some 40,000 Christianized natives, with 
approximately a million and a half or two 
million wild people. The interior of the coun- 
try is a plateau of considerable elevation, 
clothed with valuable forests of gum trees, 
oil palms and pepper shrubs. This region is 
healthful and productive and is the abode of 
herds of elephants and buffaloes. 

Hottest Country. 

“It is generally asserted that Liberia has 
one of the hottest climates known on the face 
of the globe, and certainly there are few 
spots on the map which have a greater rain- 
fall. There are two rainy seasons, one in 
June and July and the other in October and 
November, and the yearly downpour amounts 
to nearly thriteen feet of water. 

“The colony dates from about 1822, when 
Jehudi Ashmun, a white American, took a 
number of free negroes there and settled 
them. The name Liberia was invented by 
Rev. R. R. Gurley in 1824. The colonists de- 
clared their country an independent republic 
in 1847, a status which was recognized in 
1848-49 by all of the principal countries ex- 
cept the United States. Some time before 
1857, the two leading settlements split apart 
and considered themselves two republics—Li- 
beria and Maryland. 

“England and Liberia settled their boun- 
dary dispute which involved the Sierre Leone- 
Liberia line, in 1903. The controversy between 
France and Liberia over the Ivory Coast— 
Liberia frontier then came to the fore, with 
the result that in 1909 President Roosevelt 
appointed a commission to go to Africa to 
investigate conditions in the country. Aga 
result of that commission's report negotia- 
tions were set on foot for an adjustment of 
the Liberian debt and the placing of United 
States officials in charge of Liberian customs. 
In 1910 the American government, acting in 
general agreement with Great Britain, France 
and Germany, took charge of the finances, 
military organizations. agricultural and 
boundary questions of the republic. For the 
security of the revenue, a frontier police 
force sufficient for the maintenance of peace 
in Liberia was established, and the United 
States designated trained military officers 
to organize this force. 

Had Trouble Before. 

“In 1912 Liberia had with 
many. growing out of a quarrel between Ger- 
man merchants and the president of the re- 
public. Two German forced an 
apology, and the president retaliated by 
granting privilezes English traders, in 
1913, which were more favorable than those 
enjoyed by the Germans. 

“The country is rather remarkable for its 
flora and fauna. There is one species of tree 
that grows to a height of 200 feet, and twen- 
ty-two species of trees, shrubs and vines that 
produce rubber. Among the animals encoun- 
tered in the wild districts are the pigmy 
hippotamus, the bay-thighed Diana monkey 
and the zebra antelope. 

“The government of Liberla is modeleg 
after that of the United States. The preat- 
dent is elected every four years, and there is 
a congress made up of eight senators and 
thirteen representatives. The judicial system 
consists of local magistrates, courts of com- 
pleas, quarterly and a supreme 
court. Many of the presidents of the repub- 
lic haVe been former slaves in Amerea. Ad-

Business Forces of City to Be 


Organized for Next 
Campaign. 


Before a large gathering of bankers 
and business men of the city, Lewis B. 
Franklin, vice president of the Guar- 
anty Trust company, of New York, and 
@ financier close to Treasurer McAdoo, 
spoke yesterday at a luncheon at the 
chamber of commerce in reference to 
the forthcoming Liberty Loan. 

The purpose of the meeting was to 
organize the business forces of the 
south in order that the next Liberty 
Loan campaign may be conducted with 
dispatch. M. B. Wellborn, chairman 
of the district board, called the meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Franklin said that he did not 
know what the amount of the next 
Liberty Loan would be, but predicted 
that it would be larger than the last 
one. He also said that the first bonds 
would be ready for distribution Octo- 


ber 1. 

Mr. McAdoo, he said, is now in con- 
ference with members of the house 
and senate ways and means committee 
on a bill for the loan, the main provi- 
sions of which are three in number: 
First, to increase the amount of the 
loan; second, to remove the limit on 
United States certificates of deposit; 
third, to leave the rate of interest on 
certificates of deposits to the discre- 
tion of the secretary of the treasury.

When the people 
begin to pour in, they must be pro- 
vided for in advance. With such facil- 
ities-as the information bureau of the 
Woman's League for Service is offer- 
ing, everybody can afford to open their 
homes at this time. This includes the 
home of the very rich as well as the 
home of limited means. No long-term 
leases Can be made, as when the gov- 
ernment calls for the transfer of an 
enlisted man his lease automatically 
ceases, This only reacts for the better- 
ment of Atlanta’s homekeepers, as 
many can open their homes only for a 
limited time and do not wish to enter 
into leasing arrangements. 

Atlantans always pull together to 
sustain the reputation of Atlanta.

ENTIRELY AMERICAN 
SINGE WAR DECLARED 


Dr. John Funke, hospital pathologist, 
at Grady hospital, was virtually exon- 
erated yesterday afternoon at _ the 
meeting of Grady trustees of pro-Ger- 
man sentiments, although no official 
action was taken. It was decided to 
wait until a full meeting of the board 
was held and to investigate the mat- 
ter more thoroughly. 

The spirit of the members present, 
according to Dr. W. Edgar Barber, was 
that Dr. Funke had spoken too strong- 
ly pro-German before war was de- 
clared by the United States, but that 
since that time he has not been guilty 
of anti-American utterances. 

Dr. Funke declared that he was 
American, heart and soul, but that nat- 
urally before the United States entered 
the war his sentiments were pro-Ger- 
man, because his father was a German. 
“But,” stated Dr. Funke, “since the 
country of my adoption entered the 
conflict my undivided sympathies have 
been with the United States and will 
continue so.” 

Charges were brought before the 
board by Dr. W. B. Summerall, super- 
intendent of Grady hospital. It was 
stated that Dr. Funke had attempted 
to discharge an employee of the Grady 
pathological laboratory and place in 
his stead an alien enemy, who is a 
resident of Texas. 

Dr. Funke admitted he sought the 
position for the Texas man, but stated 
that in so doing he was working for 
the efficiency of the hospital. 

Dr. Summerall stated. that he consid- 
ered Dr. Funke a big man in a big 
place, and outside of a few indiscreet 
words and actions he was guilty of no 
great wrong, but in his position felt 
that it was necessary that he should 
bring the matter before the board. 

The full meeting of the board will 
be held at an early date.

Audi- 
tors who are now working on the books 
of the concern state that the amount 
will reach $6,000. 

Mrs. Yarbrough says that Peck left 
Atlante for parts unknown on August 
11, the day after his alleged discrepan- 
cies were discovered, and that she does 
not know where he is now. 

Mrs. Yarbrough has taken charge of 
her husband's business since his death. 
She was named executrix in his will. 
A petition which was filed several 
days ago by three creditors of the Yar- 
brough estate praying for a receiver- 
ship has been dismissed by the peti- 
tioners, and Mrs. Yarbrough is left in 
full control of the estate. 

David W. Yarbrough, in his will, 
which was written in the fall of 1916, 
left a one-half interest in his plumb- 
ing business to Warner L. Peck, in the 
event Mrs. Yarbrough did not survive 
her husband.

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GRAINS HOLD OUT 
AGAINST PRESSURE 


Corn Yields Under a Flood 
of Selling in Last Hour 
and Oats Slightly Follow, 
But Both Withstand Bear 
Hammering Well. 


Chicago, August 28.—Through most 
of the session today corn prices resist- 
ed selling pressure and remained well 
toward the top, offerings being absorb- 
ed without difficulty. Shortly before 
the close a selling wave appeared, in- 
fluenced by reports of operations along 
the Italian front construed as indica- 
tive of the possible evacuation of 
Trieste by the Austrians. The close 
was weak, 1 to 1% lower, with De- 
cember at 107% to 108 and May at 
105% to 105%. Oats followed the 
trend of corn, and finished 4% to % 
lower. Cash wheat was 3 to 10c low- 
er. Provisions advanced, the increase 
being 10 to 90c. 

Colder weather in the northwest, 
with a light frost reported as far south 
as northern Iowa, gave strength to the 
opening trades in corn. Increased of- 
ferings took the edge off the market. 
The supplies were absorbed nearly as 
rapidly as 
through much of the session gains and 
Pecessions about balanced each other. 
With the overseas reports, word of pur- 
chases of Argentine corn at prices re- 


garded as moderate was received, and 
also tended to weaken the market. The 
close was not far from the low point. 

Oats stubbornly resisted selling pres- 
gure through much of the session, of- 
ferings being readily absorbed and 
prices averaging above the opening fig- 
ures. Toward the end they weakened 
with corn on heavy selling by local 
dealers. The break was less extensive 
than in the companion grain, and a

We'll await their action with interest. 

As to the games played by New Or- 
leans and Mobile ahead of time, Presi- 
dent Baugh insists that he will take 
no action. Manager Frank will force 
no action in this matter, but naively 
commented: 

“If one was wrong, the other 
wrong. Either our contentions toth 
are wrong or they are both right. 
There is no half way. The league rules 
cover both points specifically.” 

Atlanta fans can now rest assured 
that the Crackers will settle down to 
earth, play real baseball with an equal 
show in the rules from the powers that 
be, and bring home the bacon. 

With the exception of two games in 
Chattanooga, August 15 and 16, be- 
tween New Orleans and Chattanooga, 
which were rained out, and as these 
were the final dates set by the sched- 
ule for the meeting between these two 
teams, the complete allotment of games 
in every city in the league has been 
played, except— 

The scheduled eleven games _ be- 
tween Nashville and New Orleans in 
Nashville. Only ten of these; have 
reached a decision. Eleven games have

was 6 to 6, eleven innings. This game 
has never been played off, and it is 
game that the controversy 
between Manager Frank and_ Bob 
Baugh arose. 

This statement of facts proves jock-

The Violated Rule. 

The rule in the constitution and by- 
laws of the Southern league, which 
was violated by the New Orleans club 
and the Ngshville club reads: 

“A tie or drawn game Or a game pre- 
vented or stopped by rain, shall be 
played off on the same grounds as a 
part of a double-header the following 
day, unless there be an open date on

the following day a club has to leav 
a city at an earlier hour than usu 
and it would be impossible to play two 
games. In which case the postponed 
game shall be played as part of a dou- 
ble-header on the first day of the vis- 
iting club’s next visit to the city where 
such postponement occurs.” 

This rule covers every possibility 
that might occur and places the blame 
where it rightfully belongs. 

Section 11 of the same article says 
in part: “No date in said schedule 
shall subsequently be changed except 
by written agreement between two 
a when approved by the president, 
etc.” 

section 3 of article 4, says that a club 
may be expelled from the league for 
ten different reasons. Reason No. 9 
reads: ‘“Wilfully violating any provi- 


. sion of this constitution, or the legis- 


lation or playing rules made in pursu- 
ance thereof.” Reason No. 7 reads: 
“Failure or refusing to fulfill its con- 
tractural obligations.” 

The Controversy. 

These are the rules covering the 
question that is being discussed. The 
facts in the case are now briefly these: 

New Orleans opened the season in 
Nashville May 28. It rained. The game 
was not played off next day as section 
9 of article 10 provides for, neither 
was President Baugh notified when it 
would be played off. 

May 29, Nashville beat New Orleans 
2 to 1. May 30, the teams played a 
scheduled double-header, New Orleans 
winning the first game 5,to 2 and los- 
ing the second 9 to 3. 

July 9 was the next visit of the New 
Orleans team to Nashville and carry- 
ing out the provisions, a double-header 
should have been played to take care 
of the May 28 postponement. But it 
was not. A single game was played, 
and a 6 to 6 tie resulted. 

July 10, the postponement or tie 
ought to have been automatically 
played, but only one game was played, 
New Orleans winning 4 to 1. 

July 11, a double-header was played, 
the second game presumably being the 
postponed game of May 28, though 


|, President Baugh’s records fail to show 


what game it was and he has as yet 
received no notification of what it 
was and has demanded none. Nash- 
Ville won the first game 2 to 1 and 
New Orleans the second 5 to 2. 

July 12, a single game was played, 
New Orleans. winning 5 to 2,

Where was her authority to do so? 
Has President Baugh any record of 
their asking such permission? Being 
interviewed on the subject, he admits 
that he has not. 

_ Therefore the supposition naturally 
is, that New Orleans, fearing that she 
might not be in as. good condition the 
dates mentioned, and Mobile might be 
in better, plays the games, without au- 
thority to do so, on dates that give her 
the advantage. 

Further, had it rained in New Or- 
leans August 27, 28 and 29, it would 
have acted in Atlanta’s favor. Of this 
She makes no contention. All she asks 
is that the games should have been 
played on the identical dates originally 
scheduled for New Orleans, as she is 
doing, and as Birmingham and Mem- 
phis have done, and New Orleans did 
on one previous transfer. 

Wants Game Played. 


Charley Frank is not contending that 
New Orleans be fined or the game for- 
feited, as both New Orleans and Nash- 
ville are equally guilty. All he asks 
is that the game be played and that 
provision be made at once when it shall 
be played, and Baugh has ordered it so. 

He suggests September 4, by creating 
a double-header in Birmingham on 
September 5 and a double-header in 
Nashville on the same date to create 
such an open date. 

As to the Mobile. games being played 
on previous dates, he does not care to 
make any demand on the league office 
at present.

FIRST-CLASS MAL

Washington, August 238.—Senate 
finance committee leaders, recogniz- 
ing the growing demand for heavier 
taxation upon war profits, tentatively 
drafted at private conferences today 
amendments to the war tax bill de- 
signed to increase the gross levy on this 
source from 26 per cent to about 33 1-3 
per cent and the revenue to be de- 
rived from $562,000,000 to about $890,- 
000,000. These amendments will be of- 
fered as a compromise in an effort to 
head off more drastic increases advo- 
cated by Senators Johnson, of Califor- 
nia: La Follette, Borah and others.

to benefit corporations suffering un- 
usual depression during the antebel- 
lum period. The majority committee- 
men decided not to substitute the 
house excess profits system in their 
proposed compromise. 

The war profits fight is expected 
to begin late tomorrow after disposi- 
tion of the publishers’ tax provisions. 
The cloture petitions circulated yes- 
terday and having virtually the neces- 
Sary two-thirds signatures for adop- 
tion of a rule to shut off debate, are 
held in abeyance. 

Taxation eof Publishers. 

In today’s debate on publishers’ tax- 
ation Senator Weeks, of Massachu- 
Setts, spoke at length for elimination 
of the proposed second-class mail in- 
crease and the publishers’ special in- 
come tax. He and other leaders in the 
contest tonight expressed confidence 
in adoption of his motion to strike out 
both and prominent finance committee 
members admitted such action was not 
improbable in view of the latter tax 
and probable increase in war profits 
taxation, | 

Senator McKellar, of Tennessee, urg- 
ed his substitute for the second-class 
postage section, leaving the present 
cent-a-pound rate operative within 300 
miles and increasing the rates by 
zones beyond. Senator Smoot declared 
the McKellar plan would bankrupt and 
destroy many publications, such as 
farm, religious, fraternal and others. 

A new substitute provision. drawn 
and indorsed by the postoffice depart- 
ment Was presented and supported by 
Senator Hardwick, of Georgia. It 
would leave unchanged the present 
rate in the first and second parcel post 
zones, but establish a graduated sys- 
tem of increased rates on advertising 
portions in other zones. It would raise 
$14,520,000 additional revenue next 
year a8 compared with $3,000,000 pro- 
posed by the pending bill and $12,600,- 
v00 un@er Mr. McKellar’s amendment. 

An increase in postal rates was urg- 
ed by Senator Norris, who declared he 
did not think it fair to ask the tax- 
payers of the country to pay a sub- 
Sidy to newspapers and magazines. 

Hardwick Explains Substitute. 


Senator Hardwick characterized Sen- 
ator McKellar’s amendment as “nothing 
more or less than the proposal of the 
Southeastern tublishers’ association,” 


adding that the postmaster general 
“Said his amendment was the only log- 
ical solution of the problem. The 
Georgia senator tnen explained his 
substitute proposition. Under its pro- 
visions, he said, it would produce rev- 
enues the- first year about equal to 
those which the finance committee 
proposed to obtain. The second year, 
which would begin on July 1, 1919, it 
would yield $16,520,885; the third year 
$19,097,563 and the fourth year $21,- 
674,241. Even with this provision the 
deficit would be heavy, Senator Hard- 
wick said, but he believed that once 
this principle was written into the 
iaw it would be easier to work out an 
adjustment of the problem that would 
result in the annual loss being gradu- 
jally reduced. 

| Senator McKellar insisted that the 
postmaster general had indorsed his 
|substitute. although Senator Hardwick 
‘declared his new substitute was drawn 
'by the department and approved by 
Mr. Burleson. 

In closing, Senator Hardwick said: 
“Althougn the publishers have put up 
a poor mcuth about print paper they’ve 
passed most of the increase on, either 
to the subscriber or advertiser.”

FOR 1917 WHEAT CROP 


Committee Ballots Without Re- 
sult—Price to Be Between 
$2 and $2.30. 


Washington, August 28.—The com- 
mittee, headed by Dr. H. A. Gar fieldy 
named by President Wilson to recom- 
mend the price for the 1917 wheat crop, 
failed to reach an agreement tonight, 
and will continue deliberations tomor- 
row. It had been announced that a 
price would be fixed at tonight's meet- 


ing. 

Members of the committee declined 
to discuss the situation, but it is un- 
derstood several votes were taken. It 
had been decided earlier that a three- 
fourths vote would determine the price. 

The fact that a conclusion was not 
reached was taken to mean that con- 
siderable differences of opinion had de- 
veloped as to what is a fair valuation 
of the crop. The price probably will 
be announced early tomorrow. It is 
generally conceded that the price will 
be between $2 and $2.30. 

The basic price fixed will be for No. 
1 northern wheat, or its equivalent. 
The prices for other grades and classes 
will be deft to the food administration, 
which will work out a scale within the 
next few days. 

Representatives of grain-producing 
interests have contended for a high 
price, because of the short crop. 

The duties of the committee, it has 
been understood, will end with the 
fixing of a wheat price, but it is sug- 
gested that the committee may be ask- 
ed to recommend to the food adminis- 
tration fair prices for other commodi- 
ties, on which producers and the food 
administration cannot agree. 

The price-fixing committee, headed 
by Dr. H. A. Garfield, president of 
Williams college, includes twelve mem- 
bers, representing both producers and 
the public. It has received suggestions 
from many quarters.
